tting every Day a Prize, and with ſuch other great Advantages, as I humbly hope will 
e approved by the ſaid honovrable Lords, and to which Plan I refer myſelf, 2 f ne- 
ceſſary I ſhall print the ſame for the Benefit and Welfare of this Nation, for which I 
have a particular great Regard and Eſteem, G”. 2 . 
To further and compleat the Truth and Evidence of the important Merits of this Pro- 
poſal, the Author moſt humbly requeſts, that for the Sake of the Merits and a great Sa- 
tis faction to all their Subjects, and to the Honourable Parliament, that he may have the 
Honour to be examined by a Committee, as their great Wiſdom ſhall be pleaſed to ap-
